Dear  Dr.  Falconer: 

Some  time  ago  this  Spring  I  wrote  you  concerning 
the  fact  that  I  had  about  thirty  girls  in  my  Libraries  who  were  grad¬ 
uates  of  the  University,  and  who  were  anxious  to  take  advantage  of  the 
swimming  privileges  in  the  Lillian  Massey  Building. 

You  were  kind  enough  to  reply  to  me  that  we  could 
make  arrangements  for  the  end  of  the  Season  if  we  wished,  but  that  it 
might  be  well  to  take  it  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  I  thought 
that  perhaps  now  would  be  the  time,  when  you  were  making  arrangements 
for  the  Fall,  and  my  girls  would  like  to  organize  a  class  of  twenty 
for  Tuesday  evenings,  if  that  is  possible. 

I  know  that  I  do  not  need  to  point  out  to  you 
the  fact  that,  while  we  are  not  technically  a  part  of  the  University, 
we  do  a  great  deal  of  work  for  the  University  in  taking  care  of  thous¬ 
ands  of  its  students  during  the  year.  We  are  glad  to  do  this  as  far 
as  we  possibly  can,  and  I  was  especially  pleased  this  year  to  see  a 
number  of  boys  graduate  who  had  spent  the  four  years  with  us,  and  done 
their  work  in  the  big  Reference  Reading  room.
